Voter r@identification began with a large number of 
" voters coraplying with the requirements last Tuesday. 

Probate Judge James L, Sawyer said, however, 
there has heen some confusion over how to reidentif y, 
especially When it is not done at the polls. 

A number of voters took their reidentification 
questionaires heme, filled them out and mailed them 
back to the probate office without having them signed 
by witnesses, These have had to be rejected, 

Sawyer said part of the problem could have been 
from his not making the requirements clear enough in 
advance. He has again outlined the four ways to 


to the probate office in either Elba or Enterprise, 
Remember that when filling out a questionaire at home 
or away from the polls, probate office or board of 
registrars, two other voters must witness the signing 
or the questionaire is not accepted as a reiden- 


tification, 


The third means has the voter reidentifying by ap- 
pearing before the board of registrars, the probate 
judge or one of his clerks, and filling out the necessary 
questionaire, In this case, the official acknowledges 
the signature and reidentification, 


The final way is for those whose names have been 
removed from the voting lists and have not reiden- 
tified. These voters can appear in person before the 
board of registrars, reidentify at that time and 
receive a certificate to deliver to the election officials 


at the polls, 


Sawyer said he is now attempting to sontact those 
who have not properly refdentified so they can do go, 
Hevurged everyone to reidentify in the most convenient 
thanner and to do so as soon as possible,

Get The Facts 
On Alcoholism 


A major stumbling block in 
our efforts to reach out to help 
the woman alcoholic is the mis- 
taken idea we have about what an 
alcoholic is, particularly a wo- 
man alcoholic. Recently I saw 
a movie entitled, “The Secret 
Love of Sandra Blaine,” which 
brought this fact home to me. 

In ‘he movie Sandra’s se- 
cret love is a bottle, but the 
opening scene is deceiving. The 
scene is a cocktail party and 
the camera focuses on a con- 
cerned husband who is whis- 
pering to friends that he can- 
not find his wife. Almost im- 
mediately a door bursts open 
and in staggers an obviously 
drunk woman in her thirties. 
As her husband moves toward 
her, she knocks hom out of the 
way and loudly demands another 
drink. While he tries to pro- 
test, she picks up a drink, lifts 
it to her lips, takes two fal- 
tering steps forward and falls 
flat on her face in front of 
the whole group. 

My immediate reaction was, 
“Well there’s poor Sandra; 
she’s and alcoholic.” She cer- 
tainly fitted the usual idea one 
has of the female alcoholic. She 
was loud and boisterous. She 
Was wearing a revealing dress 
and too much make up. 

But I was deceived, as we 
are many times deceived by the 
Sterotype we associate with the 
alcoholic woman. After this 
Scene, this woman is never 
shown again. The camera then 
focuses on an attractive, mod- 
estly dressed young mother who 
has only one drink at the party 
and leaves early to go home 
to see about her two young 
children, After seeing thather 
children are safely tucked in 
bed, she proceeds to her kit- 
chen, opens the cabinet, pours 
herself a stiff drink, and re- 
laxes in the privacy of her 
own home alone. This young 
mother is Sandra--she is the 
alcoholic. The movie follows 
her progressive deterioration 
through the loss ofher husband 
and finally her children. 

This opening scene presents 
dramatically a major problem 
we face in our effort to reach 
women alcoholics. Because of 
the stereotype we have of the 
woman who drinks too much, 
we fail many times to ident- 
ify problem drinking and al- 
coholism among those we know 
and love until the disease is in 
the final stages and the losses 
are great. We fail to iden- 
tify the problem because when 
we think of women alcoholics, 
we look for loud, brassy, flasny, 
‘ar drinking, “loose women.” 

Suppose you have a friend 
whom you feel, may “drink 
a little too much. “But my 
friend,” you will say, “couldn’t 
be an alcoholic--she’s a de- 
voted mother.” Or “she’s so 
talented.” Or “she’s sopretty.” 
Or “she’s a lady.” “Maybe,” 
you will say, “she drinks a 
little too much, but she justhas 
lots of problems. She’ll be 
Okay.” 

The problem is that she 
won't be “okay” if she is suf- 
fering {rom alcoholism, a pro- 
gressive disease which never 
gets better, only worse, and 
which, if not arrested is fatal. 
: An even worse preblem 
than your failure to identify your 
friend’s alcoholism and try to 
help her is her inability to re-

cognize her own problem and 
to seek help, while she still 
can. Because of our stereo- 
type of the female alcoholic, 
your friend will tell herself 
the same things you think, “I 
can’t be an alcoholic because I 
love my husband and children 
and take good caré of them. I 
don’t go out and drink in bars. 
I’m a lady.” 

Also because of this stereo- 
type, the woman alcoholic will 
very carefully and very sy- 
Stematically hide her drinking 
from everyone as long as pos- 
sible. Even if she knows she 
is in trouble with alcohol, she 
can't tell anyone because, 
“What will people think?” And 
the end result for her, just as 
it is for Sandra Blaine in the 
movie, can well be that she 
loses everything near and dear 
to her, even her own life. 

Yet this loss is needless. 
Alcoholism is a treatable dis- 
ease; it can be recognized and 
arrested in its early stages 
before it takes its toll both 
on the alcoholic and her fam- 
ily. 

The goal of the Women’s 
Tasks Force on Alcoholism, 
which is being spearheaded by 
the South Central Alabama Re- 
gional Council on Alcoholism, 
is to make the public aware 
of women like Sandra Blaine 
who are alcoholic and need 
help.

always present to find the

The principle of the sec- 
ond mile is, of course, radi- 
cal, but then that is what 
Christianity is all about. The 
idea that an individual can 
somehow do his or her part 
and thereby fulfill responsi- 
bility is totally foreign to the 
New Testament concept of 
Christian life and work. There 
are no minimum standards 
which qualify people for King- 
dom acceptance because the 
real standards are always be- 
yond individual attainment 
Robert Browning once wrote, 
“A man’s reach must exceed 
his grasp, or what's a heaven 
for.” This is the spirit of 
the Second Mile. 

No doubt, Second Mile 
Christianity should and would 
revolutionize thé lives of be- 
lievers if properly applied 
At home, at work, at play, and 
at church, human activity 
would be lifted above the 
ordinary course of events and 
made to shine with divine 
splendor — should individual 
Christians decide to follow 
the Second Mile principle. 
Remember, the test of the 
second mile is not how many 
people are walking it, but 
individual commitment to it. 
What others. are doing is not 
the test -- what Jesus com- 
mands is the norm!! 


A CITY SET ON A HILL 
---Con’d from last week 


After stops in Milan and 
Rome, Italy, the group 
arrived in Egypt. I didn’t see 
much of the country at first 


since we had flown inat night, 
but the next day a trip was 
planned to the pyramids at 
Gisa. 

For the daring ones, cam- 
els were available for the 
ride! Since I’d never seen a 
camel or been on one, I de- 
cided that was for me. Be- 
sides, the weather was beau- 
tiful, and it seemed to be 
the thing to do. 

I have never been on such 
-@ ride in all my life! j'q 
ridden mules, horses and don- 


keys, but nevera camel. They 
walk with a swaying motion 
guaranteed to make the rider 
hold on with everything he has, 
Once the camel's owner stop- 
ped the animal to show me how 
gentle he was and kissed it - 
right in the mouth! 

Soon the trip was over and 
we arrived at the pyramids. 
For 5,000 years these magni- 
ficent structures have stood 
guard over the desert. We 
were permitted to walk ar- 
ound and examine them, and 
later our guide took us in- 
side for a look at the rooms 
designed for burial of the 
king. 

Outside again, our guide 


told us he held the record 
for running to the apex of 
the pyramid, no easy chore 
for any man. The feat was 
performed by climbing the 
corner of the pyramid where 
one could find good footholds 

After leaving Egypt, we 
made a brief stopat the island 
of Cyprus in order to change 
planes. Egypt is an Arab 
State and not permitted to 
fly a plane to Israel. Since 
Cyprus was neutral, both 
countries use it to change air- 
lines. 


The first stop was in Tel 
Aviv, a modern, beautiful city 
on the Mediterranean coast 
Jerusalem, our destination, is 
several miles inland. It has 
no airport, so ground trans- 
portation is used to transport 
tourists from Tel Aviv. The 
trip is worth the time. The 
countryside of Israel is out- 
Standing 

Jerusalem 1s a ‘‘city that 
is set on a hill” and the last 
few miles are slow traveling 
Various points along the jour- 
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ney were pointed out by our 
host. Famous names, famil- 
iar to Bible students, sudden- 
ly came to life. A picnic 
meal was served, but most of 
uS were more interested in 
the trip than in eating. 

Before long Jerusalem 
came into view. It is easy to 
see why the city was easy to 
defend. Archers could repel 
invading enemies easily from 
the stronghold behind Jeru- 
salem’s massive walis. 

Soon we would be in Jeru- 
salem, one of the world’s 
oldest cities.

tury Mary Bailey Brunson was 
one of my most admired and 
most appreciated friends, and 
together with her family and 
many other friends, I feel a 
deep sense of sadness and loss 
at her passing. 

On Friday afternoon, October 
29th, as she and her daughter- 
in-law, Nancy Brunson. were 


in happy conversation, Mary 


suddently put her hand to her 
chest and peacefully slipped 
away. 

Her funeral service was 
held in Elba on Sunday after- 
noon. As in life, Mary was 
beautiful in death. She was 


ydressed in an elegant formal 


dress of beige silk with gold 
trimming, the dress she had 
worn at her 50th wedding an- 
niversary, reception two years 
ago. 

Mary was home in Elba. 
She was the daughter of the 
late Mr. William Bailey and 
Mrs. Gertrude Ham Bailey. She 
spent her entire life in Elba 
except for the years she was 
a college student at Troy and 
Andrew College, Cuthbert, Ga. 

As a girl Mary’s raven black 
long curls, her petite figure 
amd her air of culture and dig- 
hity distinguished her as one 
of Elba’s most charming young 
ladies. 

On Jan. 2lst, 1925, she was 
married to Mr. Fox Brunson, 
Sog of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Brunson. As Mary and 
Fox were often seen in his 
Shiny “Model T.” before their 
marriage, they were termed an 
ideal couple. 

Mary and Fox have contri- 
buted much to the social, civic, 
economic and religious life of 
Elba during their 52 years as 
residents of the section of town 
known as Brunson Hill. 

They are the parents of 2 
son, Marion Bailey apd the late 
Fox Jr. Both sons have been a 
source of pride and joy to their 
parents. The elder son, Fox Jr. 
earned’3 degrees from the Un- 
iversity of Alabama, and did 

st graduate work at Duke 
niversity. Marion is a grad- 
uate of Troy University, Un- 
iversity of Aubugp and Florida 
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State University. He presently 
holds an administrative position 
with Enterprise City School 
System. 

Fox Jr's 4 children, Jeana, 
Deborah, Richard and David, 
and Marion's 2 sons, Bailey and 
Matt, heldtop priority with their 
grandparents. 

Although Mary's prime con-

Mary's ambitions and ideals 
for her children were symbolic 
of her own cultural and benove- 
lent characteristics. These 
Same traits prompted her social 
activities. She was an active 
member of John Coffee Chapter 
of D.A.R., Colonial Dames of 
America, Daughters of the Am- 
erican Colonists, Dames of 
Magna Charta, and locally of 
Elba Music Lovers’ Club and 
Elba Study Club. She wasa loyal 
member of Elba’s First Baptist 
Church. 

Mary is not dead because 
she lives in the lives of those 
she loved and those who loved 
her. Her never faltering spirit 
of kindness toward the high 
and the low left its imprint 
on all whose lives she touched.

HUNTING FATALITIES 


MARR OPENING 
OF SEASON 


Three fatal bunting accidents 
withing the seven-day period 
from Oct. 24 through Oct. 30 
have brought a plea from Al- 
abama’s Game and Fish Direct- 
or Charles Kelley for hunters 
to exercise extreme caution 
while hunting or otherwise 
handling firearms. 

“We are getting the hunting 
season off to one of the worst 
Starts in years from the stand- 
point of safety,” Kelley said 
Wednesday, “and only through 
a common sense approach to 
the use of firearms can we 
prevent additional fatalities 
from hunting.” 

Kelley said he had received 
a report from Hunter Safety 
Coordinator James Thornhill 
Stating that fatal hunting ac- 
cidents had occurred in Cul- 
man, Lee and Walker Counties 
between Oct. 24 and Oct. 30 

“Compared to last year, 
when we had one of the safest

Voters To Decide On 9 
Amendments Tuesday 


Alabama voters return to 
the polls Nov. 23 to decide 
the fate of nine proposed am- 
endments to the Constitution. - 
Of the nine amendments, No. 
1 is the only proposal of state- 
wide interest, while No. 6 is 
of special interest to the cit- 
izens of Coffee County. 

Amendment number six 
would change the form of pay- 
ment for Coffee County offi- 
cials from a fee basis to an 
annual salary. The amendment 
was approved by Coffee County 
voters in a previous election, 
but was defeated statewide. 

Amendment number one 
would provide state funds ne- 
cessary for the relocation of 
bridges and roads at De- 
mopolis, Aliceville, and Pick- 
ensville Ferry along the 
Tennessee-Tombigbee Water- 
way route in Alabama. The 
project will connect the Tenn- 
essee River with the Tom- 
bigbee - Black Warrior, thus 
providing a link between Mid- 
America and the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

An estimated 55,000 jobs 
will be created along the con- 
struction route. 

The remaining proposals 
afféct only single counties and 
will appear on the baiiot as 
follows: 

AMENDMENT NO. 2 - Com- 
bining the offices of tax col- 
lector and tax assessor into 
a single office in Elmore County 
to be known as the com- 
missioner of revenue. Although 
Elmore County voters approved 
the measure Tuesday in a test 


vote, further approval by local 
voters is required Nov. 23 if 
the issues passes statewide. 
The assessor and collectorare 
now paid a salary of $15,000 
each annually while the new 
single post will have an annual 
salary of $17,500. 
AMENDMENT NO. 3 - Place 
the probate judge of Geneva 
County on an annual salary 
rather than a fee system. The 
probate judge, who serves as 
chairman of the County Com- 
mission, would be paid $17,000 
a year for his duties as judge 
and $500 per month as com- 
mission chairman or a 
combined salary of $23,000 a 
year. The current probate judge 
did not seek re-election, and 
although approval by local 
voters is not required, all cand- 
idates in the May primary en- 
dorsed .the pay change. Rep. 
Jack Smith, sponsor of the 
measure, says it will cut the 
current pay for the office by 
‘50 per cent. 

AMENDMENT NO. 4 - Allow 
the establishment of fire and 
garbage districts in unincorp- 
orated areas of Tuscaloosa 
County to be funded by assess- 
ments against residents of the 
various districts. However, it 
requires a vote ofthe residents 
of the district before the 
district can be established. 
AMENDMENT NO. 5 - Change 
the form of payment for 
officials of Clay County from 
fees to annual salary. Requires 
approval of local voters. | 
AMENDMENT NO. 7 - To 
correct an error in a consti-

AMENDMENT NO. 8 - Change 
the form of payment for 
Officials of Lee County from 
fees to annual salaries. Re- 
quires approval of local voters. 
AMENDMENT NO. °% - Allow 
Mobile County to establish a 
“‘Day-as-you-go’’ road con- 
struction program by allowing 
the county government to use 
the increased revenue from 
taxes added to pay off bond 
issues which are running ahead 
of the amount needed, thus 
saving the county the cost of 
another bond issue. Money can- 
not be spent until each project 
is approved by voters of the 
county.
